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I.   INTRODUCTION 

Geography  is  a  discipline  concerned  with  spatially  distributed  phenomena.  As  such 
it  is  interested  in  the  many  relationships  between  man  and  his  environment.   Cities, 
quite  naturally,  have  been  sources  of  interest  to  geographers,  especially  as  re- 
gards factors  pertaining  to  their  location,  size,  and  general  distribution. 
This  general  interest  is  reflected  in  the  bibliography  which  follows. 

This  bibliography  was  developed  for  a  course  entitled  Geographic  Aspects  of  Urban 
Planning,  offered  in  the  Department  of  Geography,  University  of  Denver.   This  is 
a  graduate  level  course  for  students  working  toward  the  Master  of  Arts  degree  or 
Doctor  of  Philosophy  degree  in  Geography.   Normally,  students  taking  this  course 
will  have  had  at  least  two  other  offerings  which  precede  it:   Urban  Geography: 
Historical  Development  of  Cities  and  Urban  Geography:   Comparative  and  Systematic 
Approaches  to  the  Study  of  Cities.   For  Lhose  students  desiring  further  work  in 
Urban  Geography  and  Planning,  courses  relating  to  the  political  and  administrative 
processes  follow  on  this.  Also,  various  course  vehicles  are  available  for  inde- 
pendent and  intensive  study. 

An  interdisciplinary  approach  to  urban  studies  is  the  main  emphasis  of  these 
various  course  offerings.   Students  are  required  to  take  ancillary  courses  in 
urban  sociology,  political  science,  law,  history,  civil  engineering,  as  well  as 
public  administration.   By  way  of  a  broad  exposure  it  is  hoped  that  students  in 
their  own  researches  come  to  view  urban  problems  in  a  more  comprehensive  fashion. 

This  bibliography  is  offered  in  the  hope  that  other  researchers  may  find  the 
contributions  of  geographers  to  the  area  of  urban  studies  of  some  interest.
